Claims 1-28 are pending in this application. 
Election/Restrictions 
This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention:

a) the presence of an electronic microchip in the chip system 

b) the absence of an electronic microchip in the chip system 
Species Requirement II: claim18 

a) behavioral disorder, a symptom of stress, an anxiety disorder, an aggressive 
disorder 

b) a sleep disorder 

c) an eating disorder, a weight disorder 

d) a sexual disorder, a reproductive disorder 

e) pain 

f) a vascular disorder, a circulatory disorder 
Species Requirement III: claim 20 

a) pharmaceutical product, a veterinary medicine, a medical aid, a health care 
product, a body care product 

b) a cosmetic article, a perfumed article 

c) foodstuff or beverages, a dietetic product 

d) a plant, an agricultural product, a biological/microbiological/chemical product 
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for agricultural/horticultural/forest /marine management, a plant or 
microorganism 

e) an agent to fend off or eliminate a harmful animal 

f) a household product, a sporting article, an article for use, a packaging material, 
an article for clothing.
